We have only a mail every ten 
days und that brought in by stage 
from Fort McLeod a distance of 110 
miles, although we have a daily pas- 
senger train. and Mr. Egan assures 
us that the. P. R. are quite reudy 
to carry the Mail to Calgary, when 


amail clerk incharge. We believe 
the Mail Car comes no further west 
than Moosomin. Although a mail 
bag is made up and sent to Medicine 
Hut.. The Muil for Calgary then 
leaves. the train— is sent by stuge to 
McLeod a distance of nbout 150 aniles 
and from Mcleod here, an entire 
distance of 200 miles by stage when 
thedicect rond by rail is only 180 
miles. ; 

Nor is this all, we have hada Post- 
master appointed for some time, who 
is here with nothing to do for the 
simple reason, that there is no Post 
Office and he has received no imstruc- 
tions about receiving the Mail. We 
are therefore dependent on the cour- 
tesies of the Mounted Police. When 
the Fort wasestablished, a mail ser- 
vice had to be arranged for them, but 
with the increase of the poprlation 
the acccmolation has become too 
Im‘t:d; and we ccrtainly think it 
high time the Government should 
bestir themselves in this matter. 

Another cause of complaint is the 
scarcity of Canadian postage stamps, 
the department having made mo pro- 
vision whatever,consequently if aper- 
son receives a small supply from 
the east for his own private use, he 
is constantly beseiged by parties de- 
siring stamps. We would respect- 
fully suggest to the P.O. Inspector, 
that he visit Calgary and ascertain 
our wants. inthis matter,and with the 
facilities at hand, we have no “doubt 
the whole inconvenience cam be re- 
medied in a few days, Omne'word

VORT CALGARY. 


The post which is now known as 
Fort Culgary, was established in 
Sept. "75, by Col. McLeod, who also 
chose the site. Supt. Brisebois was 
placed in command of * F*’ Division, 
with a force of 65 men all told, and 
the post was known as the **Elbow,” 
not a dwelling or tent being insight. 
The first buildings, six in. number, 
were erected by I, G. Buker & Co., 
Col. McLeod christened the buildings 
Fort Calgary, a Scotch word mean- 
ing “Switt Current.” It was a one 
troop fort for 4 years, when it was 
reduced to a detuchment post, until 
August ot 1882, when “KE” T 
arrived under Supt. MecIllree, by 
which troop it.iastill occupied. The 
officers are Supt.
